Ottawa, March 11.—There is no inkling yet as to the character 
of the Government’s naval plans though the Jellicoe report, tabled 
in the Commons yesterday afternoon, is a topic of great interest, 
and it is known the Government ha3 made up its mind as to what 
attitude it will take in the matter. 

Due notice will be given by the Government before any legis¬ 
lation based on the report is introduced. This was an assurance 
given by Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, Minister of the Naval Service, 
when tabling the report. 

The naval problem of Canada, the report says, is complicated by 
the fact that the two coastlines of the Dominion are separated from 
each other by 2,500 miles as the crow flies. For safety under all

Paris. March 11.—President Wil¬ 
son's charges against France made 
in the letter he s*nt early this week 
to Gilbert M. Hitchcock, Democratic 
leader In the United States Senate, 
are said by “Pertinax,” political edi¬ 
tor of The Echo de Paris, to "be 
aimed at France by name, but at 
Marshal Foch by implication." 

"The so-called imperialism of 
France," says the writer in discuss¬ 
ing Mr. Wilsons letter, "consists in 
the conviction, fortified by all the 
lessons of history, that to guarantee 
herself against attacks from Central 
Europe she must hold the Rhine 
bridgeheads." 

By Noyes. 

"Pertinax” aay*% President Wilson 
went to the session of the Supreme 
Council on May 29. 1919, much per¬ 
turbed and read to Premiers Clem- 
enceau and Lloyd George a letter 
from Pierpont B. Noyes, American 
member of the Rhineland Commis¬ 
sion. who declared the agret-ment 
reached on May 11 for the adminis¬ 
tration of the Rhineland "was more 
brutal than Its authors themselves 
would desire, as it provides for ln_- 
tolerable oppression of 6.000.000 In¬ 
habitants of the region during many 
years." 

Mr. Noyes proposed a plan of oc¬ 
cupation Involving a minimum of 
military domination, it was said. 

Imposed Views. 

"This plan." the article asserts, 
"waa nothing more nor less than the 
convention providing for oceupatiort 
of the Rhineland signed with Ger¬ 
many at Versailles June 28, 1919. be¬ 
cause President Wilson was able at 
the meeting of May 29 to impose the 
views of Mr. Noyes on the Supreme 
Council, and a now Commission con¬ 
sisting of Marshal Foch. General 
Tasker H. Bliss. American peace 
delegate, and Field Marshal Sir 
Henry Hughes Wilson, Chief of the 
Imperial Staff of the British army, 
received strict orders to prepare a 
new scheme of occupation based on 
American Ideas." .

More Testimony by Sims Be 
fore Washington Naval . 
Investigation Committee 


Voluminous Document Goes 
into Details of the Many 
Branches 


Establishment of Park Behind 
The Empress Hotel 
Decided by Council 


Washington. March 11.—Indica¬ 
tions that the Navy Department 
withheld* sending all available Ameri¬ 
can naval craft to European waters 
early in the war because of a desire 
to keep the main body of the nation’s 
sea strength intact for possible 
eventualities were contained in Ad¬ 
miral Sims's testimony to-day before 
the Senate committee investigating 
the ’navy’s conduct of the war. 

The Future. 

He read a cablegram from the Navy 
Department dated July 16, 1917. 

which declared: "While a successful 
termination of the present war must 
always be the first Allied aim, and 
will probably result in diminished 
tension throughout the world, the 
future position of the United States 
must in no way be jeopardised by 
any disintegration of our main 
fighting fleet." 


Legislative Press Gallery, 

March 11. 

In the 'Legislature this afternoon 
tho Don. T. D. Pattullo. Minister of 
Land**, -tabled the annual report of 
the work of his Department for the 
lust year. The document In question 
contains complete details of the 
number of pre-emptions taken up. 
Crown Grants issued in their differ¬ 
ent classes, pre-emptions, mineral 
claims and so forth. There is also 
Included a tabulated list of coul 
prospecting licenses and leases issued 
and pre-emptions inspected, the 
statement of revenue from various 
sources, and a summary showing the 
varied transactions of the Depart¬ 
ment eac hyeur from 1907 to 1919 in¬ 
clusive. 

Other Reports. 

The report of the Superintendent 
of British Columbia Soldier Settle¬ 
ment. including details regarding the 
operation of the Better Housing Act, 
and operations under the Soldier's 
Land Act is Included, as is also the 
report ot the Surveyor-General, 
which includes reports of the Chief 
Draughtsman and Chief Geographer, 
and tho reports of twenty-eight sur¬ 
vey parties engaged in various parts 
of thip Province during the past year. 
These letter embrace a considerable 
amount of information regarding 
physiographic, climatic, soil, and 
other conditions, timber, mineral und 
general resources. 

More Pre-emptions. 

The report shows that more than 
double the number of pre-emptions 
were taken up In 1919 than during 
each of the two 'previous-yrajs. In 
1919. 1752 records were issued, com¬ 
pared with 823 In 1918 and 824 In 

1917. The certificates ef purchase 
number 747, compared with 592 in 

1918, and 778 in 1917. 

A total of 1.806 Crown Grants were 
issued, 1,189 to pre-emptors. Of this 
number 625 were issued to returned 
soldiers under the Pre-emptor's Free 
Grant Act; seventy-nine were issued 
to purchase lands. 241 to mineral 
claims, and 223 under the Soldier’s 
Homestead Act. 

Deeded Acreage. 

The total acreage deeded was 512, 
844 acres, of which 181,236 acres 
were included in pre-emptions and 
7,728 in mineral claims. During the 
year 112 coal prospecting licenses and 
one coal lease wore Issued. The 
revenue received on account of fees, 
rent of land, coal prospecting licen¬ 
ses. land sales and miscellaneous 
accounts, totalled |251,471.25. 


Immediate establishment of an 
athletic stadium on the city's pro¬ 
perty behind the Empress Hotel is 
almost certain, following the favor¬ 
able decision on tho matter l»y the 
Parks Committee of the City Coun¬ 
cil last night. In all probability the 
Council will act on the matter on 
Monday, and will approve the 
stadium sponsored by the Founda¬ 
tion Organisations, which are pre¬ 
pared to start the project next week. 

The whole proposal was put before 
the Parks Committee last night by 
John O’Brien. Thomas Hick and 
Councillor J. F. Mesher. of Esqui¬ 
mau. This deputation outlined a plan 
whereby the city would lease the pr<A 
perty behind the Empress Hotel to 
the Foundation Organizations for a 
term of five years for the sum of 
$200 a year, which would cover the 
taxes. The city would clear up the 
land by removing the rubbish which 
Viss been deposited there, but other¬ 
wise would incur no expense. The 
athletic organizations would guaran¬ 
tee to surround the grounds with an 
artistic fence and establish a stadium 
in which various kinds of athletics 
Could be conducted. They also would 
purchase all the equipment neces¬ 
sary. This stadium wtfuld be under 
the control of a board composed of 
the president and secretary of the 
Foundation Organizations and a re¬ 
presentative of the Amateur l*i»n.

North Shore Manager of Road

When Dr. A. R. Baker, Chairman 
of the Game Conservation Board, had 
completed his explanations to the 
Public Accounts Committee this 
morning ail doubt in the minds of his 
opposition inquisitors that the Gov¬ 
ernment had been saddled with the 
cost of three personal telephone 
messages apparently disappeared. 

On Own Initiative. 

The much criticized chairman ap¬ 
peared before the House tribunal on 
his own initiative for the purpose of 
refuting the suggestion that he had 
gone outside the bounds of expense 
prescribed by the duties of his un¬ 
paid tus^ of guiding the destinies of 
the Game Board. He explained to 
the Committee that the Telephone 
Company had rendered to him no 
separate account tot calls legiti¬ 
mately chargeable to the Govern¬ 
ment; for that reason both personal 
and official charges had appeared on 
one bill. The bill in question had 
been forwarded to the proper Gov¬ 
ernment Department as a voucher, 
with the official calls ticked with a 
pencil to identify them as such. The 
various amounts of his personal ac¬ 
count were not so nlarked, and were 
paid for by himself in the ordinary 
way. Hence the misunderstanding 
had arisen, and thero had been no 
explanation until that offered by the 
Doctor this morning. Closing the in¬ 
cident Mr. Feoley observed that had 
the point been properly clarified at 
the commencement there would have 
been no occasion for the questions 
asked.

TRAVELS TO PARIS 


Ottawa, March 11.— (Canadian 
Press)—Canada is among the’first- 
class members of the League of 
Nations, according to a statement 
made by Mr. Rowell in the House of 
Corpmons yesterday afternoon. 

In conformity with Article Six of 
the peace treaty with Germany, 
Canada’s contribution toward the 
league is fixed on the basis of the 
apportionment of the expenses of the 
International bureau of the Universal 
Postal Union, but the actual amount 
which Canada may be called upon to 
contribute must necessarily depend 
upon the number and classification 
of those states which become mem¬ 
bers of the League of Nations. 
Canada’s contribution for the fiscal 
■year ended March 3, 1920, was fixed 
at £ 16,234, which at the current rate 
of exchange on February 13. the date 
on which the draft was sent to Lon¬ 
don, amounted to $64,043.15.

"The success of the board system 
for naval administration having 
been thoroughly demonstrated by 
experience, it is recommended that 
a Canadian Navy Hoard should t>e 
formed, which, subject to the control 
of the Minister, would be charged 
with the administration of all mat¬ 
ters relating to the Royal Canadian 
Navy. 

"Under such conditions the Board 
would act as a whole, its orders be¬ 
ing issued over the signature of the 
secretary of the Hoard. The hoard 
system already exists in Canada in 
th<' Militia Council, though possibly 
not in the exact form proposed 
above. 

Composition of Board. 

"The strength of the Canadian 
Board must necessarily be uepen- 
dent on the size of the Canadian 
force, but whatever the size, the 
principle of the organization should 
be the same. The Board should be 
composed of naval and civilian mem¬ 
bers, the Minister, or in his absence, 
the Chief of the Naval Staff, acting 
as president of the Board, as at the 
British Admiralty. In the case of a 
very small naval force, one v naval 
member might suffice, but if Canada 
possesses a force composed of light 
cruisers, submarines and torpedo 
craft, two naval members are requir¬ 
ed, and the composition of the sug¬ 
gested board is: • 

"The Minister, general direction of 
all business, questions of policy and 
finance. . _ , . # 

"First naval member and Chief or 
the Naval Staff, war preparation, the 
fighting efficiency of the fleet, move¬ 
ments of ships and matters which 
come under the heading of ‘opera¬ 
tions.* 

"Second naval member, in charge 
of tnUning and discipline, also con¬ 
struction and engineering questions, 
dockyard management, stores, etc.

Ottawa. March 11.—The report of 
Admiral Ixird Jelllcoe, submitted to 
the Government following his visit 
to Canada and tabled in the Com¬ 
mons yesterday afternoon, says in 
part: 

“The question of the naval forces 
required by ('an Ala may be viewed 
in two ways: 

“First, in th$ light of Canada’s 
own requirements and Canada’s own 
safety, and. secondly, In the broader 
light of the security and safety of 
the Empire ns a whole. 

"The naval foroe suggested as ade¬ 
quate purely <or the protection of 
Canada's trade and Canada's ports 
under the conditions assumed com¬ 
prises: Three light cruisers, one 
flotilla leader, twelve torpedo craft, 
eight submarines with one parent 
ship, and certain auxiliary small craft 
for training purposes, etc. 

Empire Defence. 

“If the question of the co-operation 
of Canada Is looked upon in the 
wider sense of participating with the 
United Kingdom and the other Do¬ 
minions in the naval defence of the 
whole Empire, it naturally assumes 
much larger proportions. The ques¬ 
tion is. of course, for decision by Can¬ 
ada. and if Canada desires to con¬ 
sider the proportion of the total cost 
of Empire naval defence which might 
.under such conditions reasolably be 
incurred by the Dominion, the cost

With a view to reaching an amic¬ 
able solution of the difficulty which 
continues to surround the case of the 
Vancouver Island settlers in the E. 
and N. Railway Belt, J. H- Hawthom- 
thwaite, Socialist Member for New¬ 
castle, has given notice that he will 
move the following resolution in the 
Legislature: 

The Preamble. 

Whereas disputes have arisen be¬ 
tween certain pre-emptors and 
squatters in the Esquimau and Nan¬ 
aimo Railway reserve and in the E. 
and N. Railway Company as to the 
ownership of the coal rights in and 
under land occupied or Improved by 
/by the former previous to the pas¬ 
sage of the Settlement Act, of 1884, 
under which Act and Amending Act 
of 1903-04, the legality of which Act 
was confirmed by the Privy Council, 
many of whom received the Crown 
Grants, and 

Whereas, a number of these set¬ 
tlers and squatters failed to obtain 
Crown Grants, though having a sim¬ 
ilar legal right as those obtaining 
same, which right has been recog¬ 
nized by successive Administrations 
in their endeavour to re-open the! 
original Act of 1903-04. so as to ad- 
mtt these belated claims, and 

Whereas it is an established fact 
that a very great portion of the 
Grant held by the E. and N. Railway 
Company does not contain under¬ 
lying coal, the surface being held by 
farmers and settlers who are paying 
taxes on same, thereby giving rise to 
i constant irritation and friction be¬ 
tween such farmers and settlers and 
I the Government of ttoe day. and 

Whereas it Is highly desirable that 
a final, conclusive and satisfactory 
settlement should be made of all 
these difficult lea and questions as 
between the farmers, settlers, squat¬ 
ters. the Provincial and Dominion 
Governments, tho latter now having 
assumed its duties as Trustee for the 
Province, and the E. and N. Railway 
Company, to see that the Original 
Act of 1884 was carried out and 
fairly administered. 

The Plan. 

Be It therefore resolved that this 
Government in collaboration with the 
Dominion Government and the E. 
and N. Railway Company, take into 
consideration a possible settlement 
of the whole question and perplexi¬ 
ties that have arisen on the follow¬ 
ing bases: 

1. That the E. and N. Railway 
determine and delineate all the coal 
areas in the E. and N. Railway belt, 
acquired by them, and required by, 
them to carry on successfully their 
mining operations. 

2. That the E. and N. Railway 
Company convey forthwith to all and 
every settler within the belt afore¬ 
said. entitled under the Vancouver 
Island Hettlcrs’ Rights Act and 
Amendment Act, a quit claim to all 
their Mineral rights in those Maims 
which do not interfere or will not 
interfere with the present or future 
operations of the Company. 

3. That the Dominion Government, 
which has assumed responsibility In 
these matters, compensate those set¬ 
tlers and squatters having legitimate 
rights under the Act of 1903- , 04 and 
Amending Act, whose properties in¬ 
terfere or may interfere with the 
present or future operations of the 
Company at a fair price, out of which 
no sum may or can be deducted or 
paid for legal fees, commissions of 
for any other services. 

4. All coal or mineral rights in the 
E. & N. Railway beit, held by the 
E. & N. Railway Company which 
have not been conveyed to settlers 
and others as recited, or under pre¬ 
vious Acts or sales, and exclusive of 
those areas referred to in Clause 
One, to be conveyed to the province 
of British Columbia without com¬ 
pensation.

Mr. Bowser said he had difficulty 
In straightening out the tangle, since 
he could not understand why the 
women had been permitted to sit in 
conference for several days, when it 
was quite apparent all the time that 
the Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 
who presided, knew that there were 
irregularities existing. 

A Woman's Objection

JELLICOE’S REPORT. 


Let hs figure on anything

Lord Jellicoe’s report on Canada’s naval re¬ 
quirements, which was tabled in the House of 
Commons yesterday, submits four different pro¬ 
posals for the consideration of the Canadian Gov¬ 
ernment. The first, and by far the most compre¬ 
hensive, suggestion is for a fleet which would in¬ 
clude two battle-cruisers, seven light cruisers, one 
flotilla leader, twelve destroyers, sixteen sub¬ 
marines and a number of auxiliary vessels, the 
whole costing $25,000,000 a year until 1927. The 
second proposal calls for one battle-cruiser, five 
light cruisers, a flotilla leader, eight submarines, 
six destroyers and other craft, at a cost of 
$17,500,000 a year until 1927. The third sug¬ 
gestion is for a fleet which would include three 
light cruisers, a flotilla leader, eight submarines, 
four defence destroyers and certain auxiliary 
vessels, at a cost of $10,000,000 a year until 1929. 
The fourth proposal is for a fleet of eight sub¬ 
marines, four local defence destroyers, patrol 
boats, mine sweepers, tVawlers, etc., and would 
cost $5,000,000 a year. 

The report, as received over the wire, in no 
way challenges the principle of Canadian con¬ 
trol and administration as prescribed in the Naval 
Service Act of 1910. "In fact, Lord Jellicoe’s re¬ 
commendations are made in full recognition of 
that principle and he suggests ways an’d means 
of giving the most practical effect to it. There¬ 
fore those timid persons who have been almost 
prostrating themselves with the suspicion that 
His Lordship was an actor in a sinister plot 
against Canada’s autonomy may hereafter sleep 
in peace as far as he is concerned. 

To what extent his recommendations will be 
adopted remains to be seen, but it will not l>c 
disputed that in the illuminating and sympathetic 
way it has treated the subject, its scope and strict 
impartiality as between the various divisions of 
thought on naval matters in Canada and the 
real assistance it renders, the report is an ad¬ 
mirable document.

Certain considerations, of course, will make it 
impossible for most countries to contemplate ex¬ 
penditures on naval and military services on the 
pre-war basis; the public, groaning under its 
colossal burden which threatens to ruin many na¬ 
tions financially, will eventually see to that. In¬ 
deed, if that policy were persisted in we might 
find the whole world afire with revolution, in 
comparison with which the horrors of the war 
would be a mild experience. 

However, the majority sentiment of practi¬ 
cally every country realizes the need of reason¬ 
able provision for military and naval protection, 
but in just what form calls for careful 
thought and study. Great Britain, for ex¬ 
ample, is clearly leaning to the dictum 
of Lord Fisher that the dreadnought and 
other great vessels arc obsolete in view of 
the development of aerial and submarine navi¬ 
gation. Germany’s aircraft and submarines were 
many times more formidable as menaces than her 
dreadnoughts, which, as events showed, were 
scarcely menaces at all. 

In view of the uncertainty in regard to the 
utility of the dreadnought and similar larger 
vessels, therefore, Canada’s best course would ap¬ 
pear to be to start her naval establishment with 
the lighter vessels, such as light cruisers, to whose 
value Lord Jellicoe paid a tribute in his report, 
as well as destroyers, aircraft and submarines. In 
that case she would be on the right track in all 
circumstances of naval development.

an honored profession might take the 
necessary powers to create a status 
for itself in common with other pro¬ 
fessional callings already operating 
under machinery of mutual protec¬ 
tion to themselves and to the public 
generally. 

J. H. Schofield, Opposition tnem- 
ber for Trail, moved the adjourn¬ 
ment of the debate. 

Explained Objects. 

Returning from an excursion into 
historical definitions of the engineer¬ 
ing profession the upper country 
member pointed to the indignities to 
which the engineer to-day was fre¬ 
quently obliged to submit because 
of his inability to protect himself 
from the Incompetent member of the 
craft Responsibility, for the failure 
of any public work at the present 
time, he said, usually passed over 
the head of the contractor and fell 
With a thud on that of the technical 
man associated therewith. Nor could 
it be said, he continued, that the 
bona-fide engineer’refused the full 
limit of responsibility; he did object, 
however ( to accept the blame for the 
failure of the unqualified. 

As a striking commentary upon the 
protection afforded the gentlemen 
who attend the ordinary boiler, the 
jBteam shovel and other sundry in¬ 
animate objects, the speaker informed 
the House that at the present time 
there was nothing to prevent the un¬ 
initiated from hanging out the en¬ 
gineer’s shingle In an attempt to de¬ 
lude the public that he was a quali¬ 
fied professional man. 

« Safeguards. 

The bill under discussion, there¬ 
fore, was Intended to erect the neces¬ 
sary safeguards'in the Interest of the 
engineer himself and in the interest 
of the public at large. Nor did he 
consider the desire an unreasonable 
one, particularly in the light of 
evolutionary movements of the last 
century and the conspicuous part the 
engineer had played In them. With 
an organization such as the measure 
sought to provide, however, ma¬ 
chinery would be created by which 
the profession itself might be enabled 
to separate its wheat from its chaff. 
The net result would be, he con¬ 
tended, an official body whose Hall 
Mark would constitute a guarantee 
of efficiency to the public. 

As evidence that the engineers of 
the Province were behind the pro¬ 
posal to a man, the Kamloops member 
cited the fact that the majority of 
them had given of their money in 
order that the-bill might be properly 
distributed and understood by all 
those interested. Permission for the 
pocket to be touched, indeed, usual¬ 
ly could bo taken as a reliable in- ! 
dication that the heart was in sym¬ 
pathy with the self-denial imposed. 

Engineers in Public Life. 

In dealing with a number of. the 
clauses of the bill in a general way 
Mr. Anderson asked the House to 
remember the demands made upon 
the engineer in the course of his 
professional calling and the rigid 
standard of ethics to which he was 
expected and did readily subscribe. 
In conclusion, he considered it un¬ 
fortunate that more engineers were 
not keen upon public life in order 
that the benefit of their technical 
experience might be available in the 
interest of the large projects which 
Involved a great amount of public 
money from time to time.

To the average man or woman in the street whose knowledge of 
the Victorian Order of Nurses is limited to the assimilation of an 
occasional report appearing in the press, the work of this magnifi¬ 
cent public nursing service is as a sealed book. To a Times repre¬ 
sentative yesterday was accorded the privilege of accompanying 
one of the nurses, Miss McRae, of the Saanich branch of the Order, 
upon her daily round of visits, and the diversity of work accom¬ 
plished by these modern “Florence Nightingales” left an inefface¬ 
able impression of extraordinary 
efficiency, liberally blended with the 
miik of human kindness. 

Many Miles Traversed. * 

During the afternoon's round of 
visits between sixty and seventy 
miles were covered. The patients in¬ 
cluded Indians on the reserve suf¬ 
fering from influenza in its various 
stages. Influenza patients among the 
settlers of the Saanich peninsula, 
maternity cases, and cases of Illness 
of long standing, while at one little 
isolated home the nurse found time 
to run in and make inquiries us to 
the well-being of a tiny baby whose 
mother is in hospital. A quick but 
efficient examination of the baby, a 
few words of advice as to feeding to 
the young girl who assumed for the 
nonce the role of "little mother." a 
cheery word to the rest of the kid¬ 
dies and the nurse was out again and 
In the car on her way to the next 
patient.

All round the 
walls were ranged two rows of shelf¬ 
like arrangement, upon which were 
heaped whut the nurse termed "beds" 
but which, to the reporter's eye. bore 
very little semblance to an abode of 
rest. A medley of primitive pots and 
pans completed the furnishings. 

In one corner of the room on the 
bare earthen floor a huge fire of 
, loga crackled and sent its smoke ceil¬ 
ing-wards to find vent where it could 
I into the outer air, for there was no 
| chimney or stove-pipe in evidence. 
On a bed In one corner an elderly 
Indian enjoyed a siesta, while his 
squaw and a younger woman sat 
near and conversed in Chinook. A 
bonnie. bright-eyed little baby played 
around In company with several very 
young and dirty puppies.

Red Cross Gift-Car. 

A trusty car, whose mudstalns and 
general air of hard wear spoke elo¬ 
quently of close acquaintance with 
other than the beaten tracks, con¬ 
veys the nurse on her arduous round. 

In this connection it should b£ noted 
that the Red Cross Society, realiz¬ 
ing the necessity of a second car for 
the use of the other nurse in this 
widely-scattered community, gener¬ 
ously furnished a car last year for 
the use of the Saanich branch. This 
enables both nurses to visit every 
comer of the community with the 
minimum loss of time. Both are ef¬ 
ficient drivers and mechanic*, and 
bad roads, tire trouble* and the hun¬ 
dred and one minor troubles which 
assail the path of the motorist have 
no terrors for them. 

Hospital on Reserve. 

LeiB'Ing town at 2 o'clock, the first 
visit was made to the Twout Reserve 
at Saanichton, where an emergency 
Hospital has been established for 
the care of Indians suffering from in¬ 
fluenza, although the reserve is out¬ 
side the Jurisdiction of the order. 
Miss McRae discovered that many of 
the Indians were suffering from the 
scourge and were receiving no med¬ 
ical attention, with the result that 
1 there had been several death*. 

| She promptly Informed the Inspec¬ 
tor of Indian Agencies and then got 
I in touch with the Red Crosa 80 - 
| ciety. Enlisting the aid of Mrs. 
i Harold Fleming, the chairman of the 
local branch of the Society. Miss Mc- 
I Itae was Instrumental In converting 
1 a former school-house into a tem¬ 
porary hospital. School desks were 
removed and in their place the Red 
Cross supplied ten beds, blankets and 
the necessary supplies. Four nurses 
and two orderlies were engaged to 
run the hospital. During the day 
Miss Gill und Miss Selby-Hele are in 
charge, with an orderly to assist 
them, and at night Miss Rogers and 
Miss Anderson are on duty. 

Many Difficulties. 

Leaving the car at the entrance to ! 
the reservation, the party made its 
way on foot^ilong a road about a 
mile in leng#. passing on the way 
the Indian cemetery where six new¬ 
ly-made graves bore testimony to 
the ravages made by the disease in 
this small encampment. On arriving 
at the hospital. Miss McRae made a 
tour of Inspection, enquiring as to the 
condition of the six patients now in 
the institution. A continued moan¬ 
ing revealed the presence In the hos- 
! pltal of an Indian women whose 
primitive soul has realized that she 
I is not destined to recover from the 
scourge. I 

The two nurses In their neat uni¬ 
forms came out and chatted for a 
few momenta, describing some of the 
difficulties which beset them in their 
dealings with the Indians. "We have 
had nine patients, losing three who 
were brought In too late to save 
them," said Miss Gill, after explain¬ 
ing that the hospital had only been 
In existence since Friday last. "One 
of our greatest difficulties la to over¬ 
come the Indian objection to soap 
and water. One baby died here a 
few days ago and the relatives are 
convinced that It would have lived 
hud we not washed Its face and 
hands. Altogether in this camp there 
have been nine death*, one being an 
old lady of at least a hundred years 
of age. according to the Indians’ 
story." 

Reference being made to the moan¬

Fry. is conducting raids on 
Chinatown with greater frequency 
than the Canadian Corps raided the 
Funs. The officer's strategy has set 
all the Oriental section agog. There 
is only one thing that the sergeant 
would like, and that is permission to 
use Mills bombs in destroying the 
heavy barricaded doors, which are 
far stronger than unythlng the 
boclie hung at the mouth of his dug- 
outs. However, the police by the use 
of their reliable sledge-hammers and 
crow-bars are meeting with consid¬ 
erable success. 

The Surrender. 

Last night Sergt. Fry. accompanied 
by Constables Harper, Bishop, Allen. 
Forster and Raines, surrounded the 
building nt 548-52 Fisgard Street. 
Sergt. Fry attempted to squeeze in 
through the slit In which the China¬ 
men had previously escaped, hut was 
unable. Constable Raines mounted 
the stairs, and was confronted with 
a massive door. For five minutes he 
hammered away at the door with the 
sledge-hammer, but it resisted. Con¬ 
stable Raines then Jumped out on to 
an adjoining roof and smashed In a 
small window. The Chinamen be¬ 
came excited and offered to open the 
door. The jsiUce entered the room, 
which was filled with smoke. 

The Orientals made a desperate 
effort to make the police believe they 
were cooking supper. Chin You 
started Juggling pots and pan*, and 
bthers stoked the fire. Constable 
Raines on lifting a stove lid found 
thnt much of the smoking parapher¬ 
nalia hud been thrust in. evidently 
with the hope that it would be con¬ 
sumed before the police arrived. 

Chin You entered a plea of not 
guilty when he was arraigned in the 
police court. In giving evidence he 
said he was a dressmaker, and had 
gone to the place to look for a friend 
who owed him $6. Ho said thHt he 
had not seen an opium pipe since his 
father gave up smoking ten years 
ago. When shown a horn of opium 
lie professed ignorance as to the 
nature of the contents.

Alderman Reid pressed for the 1 
widening of the scope of taxation 
saying that the hospital would re¬ 
ceive Its share. 

Premier Oliver replied that the 
Province as n whole found Itself in 
the same position as the municipali¬ 
ties. More money must be had. he 
ngreed. f*nd tiie whole question was 
the matter of the equity of distribu¬ 
tion. The Premier referred to the 
proposed $10 poll-tax. Alderman 
Owen said if the Government would 
grant this tax and the personal prop¬ 
erty tax then there would be no dif¬ 
ficulty. The Premier Asked where 
the Government's revenue would 
come from if this were done. The 
answer was that the Income tax 
would take care of that. 

Requests From All. 

Premier Oliver said he would 
promise the most careful consider¬ 
ation of the requests of the deiega 
tlon but that he was scarcely as 
hopeful of being able to grant relief 
as he had been several months ago. 
This was due t<* the fact, he said, 
that the requests for assistance con¬ 
tinued to pour In and It was not 
known where the necessary revenue 
was coming from. 

After thanking the executive Mr. 
Banfleld again drew the attention of 
the Government to the fact that the 
hospital was exceeding Its power in 
caring Tbr patients longer than 9» 
days and that in the case of the in¬ 
curables It would be absolutely neces¬ 
sary for the Government to grant as¬ 
sistance. This, he warned, was the 
duty of the Government. Inferring 
that the hospital was now undertak¬ 
ing work out of something approach¬ 
ing generosity.

While not In a position to deal 
with the salary question, pending’ a 
reply to its request for salary in¬ 
creases from the City Council, the 
(hvic Employees’ Protective Associ¬ 
ation, at its meeting Inst night, re¬ 
ferred the whole matter to the Fed¬ 
eration of Civic Employees,, which 
comprises the members of the Police 
and Fire Departments. 

The City Hall employees have ask¬ 
ed for the inauguration of a new 
salury schedule which ‘embodies a 
fifteen per cent, increase for all the 
employees with a few exceptions.

Final decision on the 
matter, however, has not been reach¬ 
ed, and it is not probable that the 
Council will forward a definite re¬ 
ply to the employees for some time. 
The Council intends, in fact, to wait 
until it hears what financial asslst- 
ince it may expect from the Pro¬ 
vincial Government, before passing 
its annual estimates finally. 

Whether a ten per cent, increase 
instead of the fifteen per cent, ask¬ 
ed would be acceptable to the em¬ 
ployees. it is impossible to say at 
the present moment, for the matter 
has been given no official consider¬ 
ation. If the employees should con¬ 
sider that they were entitled to more 
than the City Council was prepared 
to give them, they would move for 
an arbitration of the whole question. 
It is felt that the Council could not 
refuse a request for u fair arbitra¬ 
tion.

the Elections Act amendments this 
afternoon. He declared that since 
there were but a few Japanese af¬ 
fected he did not see that the matter 
was a vital one to those who would 
benefit by the act, and he was afraid | 
the thin edge of the wedge was being 
inserted in so far as grunting fur¬ 
ther privileges to Orientals In gen-I 
eral.

Weart Disagrees. 

J. W. Weart, Government member 
for South Vancouver, disagreed with 
the member for Delta regarding is¬ 
suing the franchise to returned Jap¬ 
anese soldiers who. as British sub¬ 
jects, had fought for the country. He 
declared that every one who had so 
fought, no matter what his race, 
should he entitled to the vote. 

Mr. Weart stated that 196 Japanese 
ha*i enlisted with the C. E. F. Of 
that numbefr fifty-four were killed. 
ISO were wounded, one had been re¬ 
commended for the Victoria Cross, 
while* only twelve had returned to 
the Province unwounded. He chal¬ 
lenged anyone tQ produce a report 
of a better record than that, and 
said nothing was too good for these 
men. It would be different, he said.

and from the larger municipality. Mr. 
Pauline was appreciative of the fact 
that a provision of that kind would 
be regarded as in direct conflict with 
the desire of the City of Victoria to 
lake power to regulate similar ser¬ 
vices on streets within its own ter¬ 
ritorial limits. 

Nevertheless, he hoped the House 
would consider the very important 
point that Saanich desired to live in 
peace with her larger neighbor and 
to do business in the most amicable 
manner possible. He felt that tho 
smaller district would be falling In 
Its duty were It to neglect the In- 1 
terests of its own residents in cases 
where those residents were depen¬ 
dent upon a better system of trans¬ 
portation to take them into the city 
to earn their livelihood. On that 
account he Inferred extenuating cir¬ 
cumstances in behalf of the locality 
represented by him. 

Who Superior? 

Pursuing his theme Mr. Pauline 
said that he was quite appreciative of 
the fact that Saanich neither could 
nor desired to dictate. Its Interests 
in the matter were more or less in 
the line of self-preservation and 
while the two cases, that of Victoria 
and Saanich, were still the subject of 
negotiation between the parties in¬ 
terested he was hopeful that an un¬ 
derstanding would be reached with¬ 
out discord. 

II. C. Hall. Government member 
for Victoria, observed that the whole 
question resolved itself into one as 
to whether Saanich desired to be 
superior on the streets of Victoria 
In the matter of transportation. 

Mr. Paulino replied that Saanich 
did not wish to ho placed In that 
position.

William Ward Ells, buyer for 
Spencers in Vancouver yesterday. 

Mr. Ells explained In detail how

Spencers before the war got 
sugar supplies for their retail groc¬ 
ery department in large quantities 
from the B. C. Refinery. Seeing a 
chance to put sugar on the market 
at a lower price than was possible 
with the Vancouver factory's pro¬ 
duct, Spencers imported a lot of 
sugar that'was refined in China in¬ 
stead of-Vancouver. 

This sugar they put on sale at one 
cent a pound less than the Vancou¬ 
ver product. Immediately they were 
stricken off the Refinery’s lists. Af¬ 
ter that when they wanted B. C. sugar 
they had to buy it at higher prices 
through wholesalers and commission 
men. 

Paid the Penalty. 

“Is that the penalty price you paid 
for having brought in Chinese su¬ 
gar?” asked Chairman M. B. Jack- 
son, M. P. P. t of the committee. 

“I think so,” replied Mr. Ells. 
"When that sugar came in and we 
1 placed It on sale at one cent a pound 
cheaper so that the public would get 
the advantage, they had handbills 
printed which they handed out in 
front of our store warning people 
not to purchase any of our Chinese 
sugar. Men even came Into the 
store and distributed these handbills 
to customers until we invited them 
outside.” 

‘It Is a most peculiar thing that 
when Spencers imported this Chi¬ 
nese sugar they were immediately 
taken off the Refinery list,” said R. 
H. Pooley, M. P. P. * "

He testified that there has 
been some Chinese granulated sugar 
on the market in Vancouver In the 
hands of brokers.

of money he invested here, most of 
which were seized by the British 
Columbia Government during the 
war. 

Von Alvensleben has Just been re¬ 
leased from Fort Douglas prison and 
Internment camp at Balt Lake City 
after spending three years in cus¬ 
tody of the United States Govern¬ 
ment as *tn enemy alien. The first 
thing he did upon getting out of pri¬ 
son was to buy himself a stylish 
Spring suit and get his dark mous¬ 
tache close-cropped after the pre¬ 
vailing style of the man of fashion. 

Reports to Parole Officer. 

As son as he reached Seattle he 
walked into the offices of the De¬ 
partment of Justice and reported to 
Frank L. Garborino. special agenL 
As he Is subject of the parole sta¬ 
tutes of the United States Govern¬ 
ment he.is required to report reg¬ 
ularly to the Department. 

Von Alvensleben was accompanied 
by his wife. He said he plans to take 
up his residence in the Laurelhurst 
district of Seattle. He will not at¬ 
tempt to enter British Columbia Just 
yet 

In seeking to recover the Invest¬ 
ments In British Columbia, Von 
Alvensleben declared that he was 
representing his “clients.” Federal 
officers did not inquire of him 
whether Wilhelm Hohenzollern, 
former kaiser and now a resident of 
Holland, is one of them. 

Arrested in 1917. 

Von Alvensleben Is said to have 
brought between $ 6 , 000,000 and $8,- 
000,000 to British Columbia before 
the war, investing in mines, timber 
and canneries.

As such he will be com¬ 
pelled' to arrange for some person to 
stand responsible for his actions and 
will have to report at regular in¬ 


tervals. 

No effort will be made by him, he 
says, to cross into Canada, and It Is 
his present plan to carry on nego¬ 
tiations from Seattle with the cus¬ 
todian of enemy alien property and 
moneys In Canada. Prior to his ar¬ 
rest In Seattle he was a resident of 
Vancouver. B. C. Two of his broth¬ 
ers served In the war. one being kill¬ 
ed. A third brother Bodo was arrest¬ 
ed in Gibraltar In 1914 through a 
warning sent to London by the late 
Sir Richard McBride.
